AVENGED HIS MOTHER. 


Stephen W. Rawson, a Chicago 
Millionaire, Shot by His 
Stepson. 


The Bloody Sequel to a Bitterly 
Contested Divorce Case. 


The Terrible Sanday Morning Tragedy 
Which ‘Startled Chicago—Lee Rawson 
Shoots the Aged Banker Five Times at 
the Door of a Fashionable Church— Mr. 
Rawson Probably Fatally Wounded—His 
Youthful Assailant Locked Up — Mrs, 
Rawson Approves Her Son’s Murderous 
Work—The Scandal Which Led to the 
Shooting. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIspatTcn. 

CHICAGO, III., October 17.—The great organ 
of the Third Presbyterian Church,at the north- 
west corner of Ashland Avenue and Ogden 
place, was still sending forth its music after 
the dismissal of the morning congregation 
yesterday, when pistol shots sounded from 
the midst of the dispersing multitude 
in front of the house of worship. A pale boy, 
wearing ablack derby hat and a blue over- 
coat, stood in the street firing at a gentleman 
who wore a high black hat and a light over- 
coat, and who had just stepped from 
the stone pavement before the church 
door and was about to cross Ashland avenue. 
Five shots were sent from the weapon. At 
the second shot the gentleman fell on one 
knee and supported himself with his hands, 
which rested on the earth, 

WHILE STRUGGLING TO HIS FERT 
Again three more shots were fired at him. 
The wounded man fell intothe arms of Pratt 
Hamilton, the janitor of the Third Presby- 
terian Church, Mr. Hamilton recognized him 
as Stephen W. Rawson of 496 West Monroe 
street, President of the Union Trust Company, 

Mr. Rawson, how badly are you hurt,“ 
cried the janifor. 

There are three bullets in my body, re- 
plied the suffering man, ‘‘and 1 think I’m 
gone. 

Meanwhile a great tempest of excitement 
had swept over the crowds of well-dressed 
people in the vicinity. Mr. Rawson was sur- 
rounded by many. hundreds of worshipers 
who, like himself, had just passed out of the 
church through the wide stone arches. Six 
other churches within a few blocks of 
the place had sent forth their congrega- 
tions almost at the same time andthe two 
broad avenues which intersect at that point 
were thronged with people. A long line of 
carriages waited before the church door for 
the coming of their owners, The notes of 
the organ rose above all other sounds. Peo- 
ple were greeting each other at the church 
doors. Then the pistol shots suddenly filled 
the place with confusion, fear and tumult. 

LADIES FELL BACK IN TERROR 
and some fainted. Horses plunged, and loud 
abovethe general uproar were heard four 
nyore shots, with regular intervals between. 
Many men stood and stared at the boy, who 
was but a foot or two behind Mr. Rawson 
when he fired the shot, Both were in 
the street, at the edge of the 
pavement. Mr. Rawson, as he felt the 
wound, turned and looked at his assailant. A 
second bullet caused him to fall. No one in- 
terfered with the boy until after his weapon 
was emptied. Five shots were very rapidly 
fired, the pistol being a self-acting 
one. The boy held it with both 
hands and pulled the trigger steadily with his 
two forefingers. The last shot had scarcely 
left the weapon, however, when a gentleman 
sprang through the crowd, seized the pistol 
and hurled the boy to the earth. Instantly a 
score of men flung themselves upon him and 
crushed him down as if he were a wild animal 
with teeth and claws. 
„KILL IM!“ 

shouted a strong voice from somewhere in the 
throng. For an instant many men in that 
muititude of church-goers nerved themselves 
for a deed of violence, but Police Officer John 
Hartnett came rushing in the midst of the 
tumult and the citizens fell back, saying: 
‘*‘He is in the hands of the law, let the law 
take ite course. Janitor Hamilton, Mr. John 
Sargent and one or two others assisted 
the wounded banker nearly to the church 
door, with the intention of taking him inside. 
A wiser second thought caused them to place 
him in the nearest carriage and order the 
coachman to drive to Mr. Rawson's home, a 
few blocks away. Mr. Sargent rode in the car- 
riage with the sufferer. Arriving at the house 
Mr. Rawson was carried as soon as possible to 
his bed, and Drs. Graham, Ross, 
Andrews, Knox and others were sum- 
moned to attend him. Mr. Rawson 
had not lost consciousness atany time. His 
left arm had been pierced by a bullet near the 
wrist, and the blood streamed down over his 
hand. He had also a bullet in each hip. The 
fourth and most dangerous wound isin his 
back. After the shooting he had sufficient 
strength to walk to the carriage, but those 
who supported him noticed that his lower 
limbs appeared to be partially paralyzed by 
the wounds. 

The boy who did the shooting cried out on 
seeing Officer Hartnett: 

AKE ME TO JAIL, QuICK!’’ 

He was led to a patrol box at Madison street 
and Ogden avenue, and a patrol wagon was 
summoned from West Lake Street Station. 
Though surrounded for some minutes bya 
greatcrowd which pressed in upon him with 
curious interest, he bore himself in a deflant 
manner, andahalfsmile was on hisliips. To 
all inquiries about the crime he replied: Tou 
must excuse me, I have nothing to say. 

On arriving at the police station he was 
placed inacell, where he still remains. He 
gave his name as William Ralph Lee. It was 
soon discovered that he was the stepson of the 
man he had attempted to murder, and the 
son of the woman from whom Mr. Rawson has 
long been trying to geta divorce. When seen 
in his cell by the Post- DISPATCH correspond- 
ent, who visited himafew minutes after his 
arrest, young Lee 

STOOD SMILING BY THE BARS. 

He is slight and pale. His bair te light, and 
hie eyes are weak and protected by rimless 
spectacies.

They have calied my mother all 
sorts of names. ‘They bave charged her with 
being unfaithful and an adventuress. They 
have charged it allover town. Now they are 
trying to cast a cloud on the parentage of my 
sister. That's all l bave to say.

THE DIVORCE PROCEEDINGS, 

On September 2), 1886, Mrs. Rawson’s long 
threatened bill for legal separation from her 
husband was filed in the Supertor Court. 
The allegations of the suit were cruelty 
and refusal to support the plaintiff. 
The bill recited the history of 
Mrs. Rawson’s life, from her marriage down 
to September 10, when he installed detectives 
in the house at 406 West Monroe 
street to close it up when Mrs. Rawson 
should leave it. Mr. Rawson had, in 
the meantime, left the house and taken up 
his abode withafriend. In his answer to the 
bill made November 14 Mr. Rawson averred 
that his married life had been a terrible and 
continual drama of domestic calamity 
and wretchedness, the whole cause 
of which was his wife’s phenomenally 
devilish and wicked temper and character, 
He charged her with being addicted 
to fits of unreasonable rage“ and 
to the habits of profanity and 
blasphemy, which were not revealed to 
him until after his marriage. Going into her 
history, Mr. Rawson declared that his wife 
had made false representations to him to get 
him to marry her, when she 
represented that she was the widow 
of Charles G. Lee, who left her comfortably 
off and the mother of two children. 
He further alleged that his wife was 
married in New Orleans on April 8, 1866, 
to John G. Slaymaker, who at the time the bill 
was filed was living m Arkadelphia, Ark., 
und the divorce obtained from Slaymuker a 
few years later, was illegal, consequently 
the marriage with defendant should be de- 
clared void. He acknowledged placing a cer- 
tain sum of money to her order in the bank, 
and said that after she had 
drawn the last 51.000 on Angust 
5, 1886, he refused to give her any more. When 
Mrs. Rawson left the house September 29 she 
was refused admittance by his orders, and the 
detectives were left on guard to prevent 
her gaining entrance again. While the suit 
was being conducted before Master- 
in- Chancery Sherman * bomb-shell 
was exploded by Fdaward Levy,

Painters and Models in Paris. 

Paris Dispatch to the London Daily Telegraph. 

Some interesting statistics relating to 
painters have been lately compiled. Ac- 
cording to these there arein Paris about 
eight thousand artists of the brush, of 
whom between two thousand and three 
thousand are women, and 300 are foreign- 
ers of various nationalities. About 
seventy of these are famous, 
while the others are made 
up of weathy persons who paint 
for pleasure, of people who are especially 
employed by the Government, and of the 
producers of ‘*pot-boilers,’?’ who paint 
portraits and landscapes for cheap pict- 
ure dealers or for foreign exportation. 
The army of painters’ modelsin Paris is 
alarge one and increases day by day. 
Many of these models are educated, and 
sometimes become painters themselves 
or efficient art critics, whose judgment 
is often consulted even by eminent 
artists. The models are only employed 
between the ages of ISand 19 by paint- 
nude, but some of them find 
work untilthey are 2 or 26, after which 
their forms completely lose the grace and 
contour of early growth. The womenwho 
pose“ in the studios are generally paid 
atthe rate of from 10 francs to ® francs 
per diem. The most numerous of the 
models are the Italian women, who are 
often preferred to French because they 
are more tractable, for the model has 
often to sit or stand immovable for hours, 
and this the Parisienne is particularly dise

Information for Coin Collectors, 


From the Philadelphia Record. 

For tha information of numismatist 
collectors of coins, coin dealers, ete., an 
Director of the United States Mint Kim- 
ball has prepared a c reular giving defi- 
nitions of technical terms used in mint 
regulations, and other useful explana- 
tions of coinage matters. A coin is said 
to be proof“ when itis specially struck 
by hand press, instead of by steam press, 
from a polished planchet, and a ‘proof 
set’? isa complete set of proofs of cur- 
rent coins. A “pattern piece’’ is an early 
specimen of proof from a newly 
adopted coinage die or dies. An impres- 
sion in soft metal to testan experimental 
die is called a “trial piece.” When a piece 
is struck from regular dies on experi- 
mental legends, devices, or designs, it is 
denominated an ‘‘experimental piece.” 
Trial and experimental pieces, struck for 
mint purposes only, cannot be issued, cir- 
culated, or sold. Pieces popularly known 
as restrikes, false metal pieces, and me- 


| tallie replicas, or copies, are prohibited by 


the Revised Statutes. Proof and pattern 
pieces are sold by the Superintendent of 
the Mint. The Superintendent will fur- 


shade ish, without charge, a pattern piece to 


any incorporated numismatic society in 
the United States, In such cases, if the 
pattern bein gold or silver the value of 
the metal will be required.

ARRAIGNED BEFORE THE MAYOR TO-DAY 
BY POLICE OFFICERS. 


Homeless Waifs Picked Up in various Parts 
of the City—Deaths From Diphtheria 
Increasing—Building Permits Taken Out 
by Contractors To-Day—Bad Meat—Mu- 
nicipal Matters. 


When the Mayor arrived at his office this 
morning three ragged urchins sat on the 
bench in the visitors’ room awaiting an audl- 
ence, and whiling away the time furtively 
blowing spit ballsat one another. The first 
was August Miller, who was under the wing 
of Police Officer Meyerpeter, whose report 
gave the boy a bad reputation for honesty. 
The police had been looking for him for some 
time as he was known to be the author of 
several outrages in the neighborhood in which 
he spent his time. Last night the officer 
came upon him while he was amusing himself 
putting out gas lamps. He was arrested and 
as it appeared to-day that he had no homeor 
friends he was committed to the House of 
Refuge. 

As the officer in the case of Joseph Reed re- 
viewed the history of his misdoings, Mayor 
Francis, somewhat startled at the rapid 
progress of the boyin ways of wickedness, 
asked: My goodness, what's going to become 
of you?’’ The boy’s answer was made 
promptly: ‘‘Durned if I know.’’ 

For three years he had been living in 
the vicinity of the Fair Grounds, 


Bleeping wherever he could geta plgce to coil 
his little body. He wore an old hat, a coat, a 
air of pantaloons anda pair of shoes, but 
ot another article of clothing of any descrip- 
tion. When asked what he was going to do he 
said, with the air of a maturertramp: ‘‘ Well, 
t’ll soon be winter, I guess I'd like to go to 
the Ref.“ He was committed. 
Joseph Johnson, a bright little colored boy, 
was next introduced by Clerk George Gavin 
of the Fair Grounds Police Station. On June 
6, 1886, the boy was indentured from the 
louse of Refuge to a colored man named 
ealer, living on Clay avenue. The boy says 
e was cruelly treated by Bealer and he 
accordingly ran away. Sincethen he has been 
wandering about the city, locating a while in 
one neighborhood and then another, until he 
Was taken in charge by the police. He was 
recommitted to the House of Ketuge. 


Deaths from Diphtheria. 


Since noon last Saturday eleven deaths from 
Giphtheria were reported at the Health De- 
partment. This is an unexpected ipcrease 
amounting to nearly one-half the entire 


number reported in this city during 

the previous §week. The officers at 
the Health Department are of the 
opinion that many of the cases reported for 
fumigation are not dipntheria at all, but other 
less serious juvenile throat complaints. The 
chanve inthe weather always increases the 
number of deaths attributed to this disease.

OTHERWISE WELL AND WIDELY KNOWN AS 
GEORGE FRANGIS TRAIN. 


An Eccentric Interview With a Peculiar Man 
—shaking Hands by Proxy—Seward and 
Lamartine—Running Away From John 
D. Perry—Anecdote and Broken Phrases. 


George Francis Train, the Psycho of the 
Cosmos, as he calls himself, arrived from 
Springfield, III., yesterday morning, and 
occupies room 166 at the Southern. His lecture 
agent, D. Franklin Wilson of Kansas City, 
who several years since went through the 
country with a company of female base 
ball players, arrived this morning, 
in response toatelegram, and is arranging a 
tour for Mr. Train. Dates have been secured 
at St. Joseph, Denver, Omaha, 8t. Paul and 
other important places, but Mr. Train wishes 
to remain in the large cities, believing that the 
work he has under way—saving the con- 
demned Chicago Anarchists—will be accom- 
plished more surely in that way, the press 
being a more important element in 


his calculations thun auditors. E. Devine of 
Chicago had possession of Mr. Train’s room 
this morning when a reporter called, and there 
wasaconsiderable wait until the door was 
stealthily opened and a swarthy face ina 
frame of white hair and grey beard and brill- 
lant eyes appeared at the door. 

‘*Pisb!’’ said the lips. 

„Ah, there is Mr. Irain, “' said Mr. Devine. 

Train beckoned, and it was some moments 
before his meaning could be understood. He 
wanted his callers to go into another room 
that the chambermaid might have a chance at 
his béd. In the other room he started a stream 
of talk that flowed in a limitless stream for an 
hour. He would not shake hands with 
callers. ‘‘Howdo you do?’’ he would say. 
There, shake hands with Mr. Wilson, now 
with M. Devine, and when you shake hands 
with me doit Chinese fashion.“ The feason 
he has for this peculiarity is that he has a large 
fund of ‘‘psychic energy’’ which would be 
lost if he crossed palms with any one. L. U. 
Reavis was among the callers. ‘‘I would like 
to talk with you, Mr. Train,’’ he said. 

‘‘Can’ttalk to you; can’t talk to anybody 
but reporters, now. Got too much work to do, 
My God, at such atime as this—talk!’’ 

Then he turned on the hose of anecdote, 
broken phrases and fierce denunciation which 
are characteristic of the man. ‘‘See here,’’ 
he exclaimed, raising a copy of the WORLD for 
those in the room to see. A col- 
umn telegraphed from Chicago about 
me. Says 1 was driven out of Chi- 
cago. Was I? Do you understand 
I was driven out of Chicago? Not IJ. No man 
can drive me. ITamthe chief. Look what the 
papers say about me,’’ and he threw

from Chicago papers over the reporter. 
Three yardsinoneday. Every paper that 
reports me in full doubles its ‘cire’ in thirty 
days. Chicago Herald printed three col- 
umns about me every day—and. doubled 
its circ—since Thursday. Every time I 
lecture I have a lot of children on the 
Stage and give the reporters bouquets and 
grapes before I begin. Reporters treated like 
gentlemen for the first time in the history of 
the world. 

‘‘You knew Seward, didn’t you?’’ put in 
Reavis, asthe prelude to an anecdote. 

‘*Secretarv Seward? Know him? Course I 
did. Met him in Paris, 186. I was visiting 
the poet Lamartine twice a day. Took 
Seward to see Lamartine. Coacned him 
before we went that Lamartine did not speak 
English, and Seward, you know, did not 
speak French. Nice kind of man to havea 
portfolio? What do you think he did? We 
went there. I said to Lamartine, “ und Train 
rattled off a flowery introduction for Seward 
in French, adding “and then Seward, who 
had got an idea that Lamartine was deaf, went 
up to him, put his mouth downto the poet’s 
ear and began hollering English at him.“ 

Reavis saw an opportunity of getting in his 
little joke, and began again. He uttered the 
word ‘‘Katkoff,’’ when in an instant Train 
wassterted again. ‘‘Knew himverywell. He 
had just gone to Moscow when I got there, 
Didn'tlivelong. Died young. Brilllant man. 
Brilliant man. Ilearned Russian very easily. 
Just came tome. But Reavis, I haven’t any 
time to talk to you. You want to talk litera- 
ture and classics. I like it when I’m in 
the mood, but now I have no time for talk. 

Shortiy afterward the audience consisted of 
two reporters at whom were leveled many 
arguments for the saving of the Chicago 
Anarchists. ‘‘Which is highest, Constitution 
of the United States or petty municipal Chi- 
cago cockroach law?’’ he exclaimed. The 
Constitutiomgives us the right to carry fire- 
arms and no 

COCKROACH LAW 

"can take that away from us. We have 
the right to assemble peaceably 
That meetingin the Haymarket was peace- 
able. Mayor Harrison and Bonfield were 
there. Harrison said to Bonfleld: This is a 
peaceable meeting. I’m going home.’’ 
That's what I was thinking, said Bonfield, 
„Jill take my men away,’ and “five minutes 
later a bomb is thrown knocking out nineteen 
policemen out of twenty-five. Now they are 
going to hang seven nen who they say were 
accessories to the crime. Howcan you bangan 
accessory when you haven't got the princl- 
pal? Who is the principal? Who threw that 
bomb? Do you know? Do they know? I tell 
vou if those men are hung every city in this 
country will be sacked. Marked my words. 
And you newspaper men, I tell you 
now, you had better get in while 
there is time. We've got through one 
war and killed 1,000,000 men, aud here 
isthe leader ot another and bioodier revolu- 
tion. Herelam,’’ he cried, staring wild-eyed 
at the trembling reporter, ‘‘take me!’’ There 
was no dangerot his being taken, and he sat 
down. ‘‘Who am I?’’ he said, echeing a 
question no one-had asked, lem the man 
that saved the Union.

THE COMPTROLLER’S OFFICE HOURS. 


Business Impeded by the Early Closing of 
the Tax-Record Office at the Court- 
House—The Law Appointing the Work- 
ing Hours of the People’s Servants— 
Comptroller Campbell Says the Ar- 
rangement Is Only Temporary—He Is 
Ready te Comply With the Legal Re- 
quirements. 


In drawing up the Scheme and Charter of 
this city the author of that celebrated instru- 
ment left very little to the judgment and pleas- 
ure of the public servants charged with its ex- 
ecution. This, in the opinion of investigators 
of titles, was a wise determination, but they 
have lately ascertained that notwithstanding 
the express provisions of the law some of the 
city officers do consult their own pleasure. 
During the summer the tax department of the 
Comptroller’s office closed on Saturdays at 1 
P. m. To this the people having business 
there made no objection, extending, by com.

Aside fr m the inconvenience, 
the practice of closing the office at this hour 
is not authorized by law, butis donein direct 
Opposition to the letter of the law. 

THE LAW. 

The section of the city charter on the sub- 
ject of office hours specifically designates the 
hours and gives the parties inconvenienced 
by the new arrangement good grounds for 
complaint and for suit against the city for 
losses that may be sustained thereby. The 
wording of the section is as follows: 

SECTION ll. Any city officer, excepting the 
Mayor and Commissioners on Charitable Insti- 
tutions, who shall, except when absent from 
the city, failto devote his entire time during 
business hours to the duties of bis office, shail 
be removed or suspended by the Mayor or 
Council. All city offices shall be kept open 
fromso'clock a.m. to 6 p. m. from Ist of 
April to ist of October, and from 9o’clock a. m. 
to 5 o’clock p. m,. from October Ist to April Ist. 

When asked concerning the early closing of 
his offices at the Court-house 

COMPTROLLER CAMPBELL 
to-day said: ‘‘The arrangement is not per- 
manent. During the summer months the 
municipal oftices were closed at Ip. m. on 
Saturdays by order of the Mayor. By my in- 
struction the cierks closed on last Saturday

OHARLESTON, W. Va., October 17,—There 
are over 600 citizens and oflicers after the mur- 
derers of Rev. Thomas P. Ryan,who was killed 
near Walton, Roane County, this State, last 
Thursday night. On Friday George Duff. Jr., 


was killed by vigilantes. Jake Coon, who said 
he was from the far West, and formerly one 
of the Jesse James gang, together with 
Robert M. Duff, brother of George, Jr., were 
caught. Robert Duff and Jake Coon were 
taken to the home of Ryan and identified by 
the family. Coon was lynched and Duff shot 
and his throat cut from ear toear. William 
Drake, one of the robbers, was caught and 
confessed that Dan Cunningham, a member of 
the Eureka detectives of this city, Was the in- 
stigator of tne affair, and the balance of 
the gang carried out the scheme. Vigilantes 
started to Spencer, county seat of Roane 
with Drake, but itis not known what has be- 
come of him. He was promised immunity if 
he would givethe affair away.

THE IMPRISONMENT OF ROBERT F. MOR- 
ROW, THE INDICTED MILLIONAIRE. 


His Alleged Attempts to Bribe Witnesses 
and Jurors—‘‘Boss” Buckley Bleeding 
the Millionaire—Wholesale Jury- Packing 
—Disgraceful Efforts to Thwart Justice. 


By Telegraph to the Post-D1sPpaTcn. 


SAN FRANCISCO, October 17.—Robert F. Mor- 


row, the millionaire boodler, is still in the 
county jail and no disposition is shown to 
liberate him. The public seem puzzled over 
his case. There are four theories abroad con- 
cerning his confinement, The first that he 
Was really going to run away, as evidence 
goes to show he wished an opportunity to get 
at the Northeys, father and son, the principal 


jail, unable to get bail, and the second that his 
imprisonment was made to arouse public sym- 
pathy. Ifthe latter is true the scheme has in 
& measure succeeded. Third, Morrow's 
wealthy connections and friends are 
all exclaiming against the cruel treat- 
ment of the persecuted millionaire. 
The fourth, and certainly a very plausible 
story, is that ‘‘Boss’’ Buckley knows that 
Morrow has $2,000,000, and wants to get all of 
it. Itis reported that Morrow has already 
paid Buckley $1,000,000, and all who remember 
the former operations of Buckley know his 
ingenious methods of screwing coin out of his 
clients. In order to more fully understand 
the process by whicn Morrow's case has 
reached a climax, a brief review is necessary. 
Evidence shows that jury bribery ring opera- 
tions began as far back as 1882. In 1884, when 
Spreckels shot De Young, acombination was 
made by Messrs. Conroy, Chutt and McCord. 
Conroy and Chutt were henchmen of the Re- 
publican boss, Higgins. McCord was Super- 
intendent of the Sutter street cable 
road and a political ward boss. The 
Spreckels case being fixed, this political 
firm turned attention to other cases. The 
Sutter and Geary street roads about this time 
went into asort of partnership with the North 
Beach road to employ a law firm, Naphtally, 
Acherman & Friederich, to look after all law- 
suits brought against them. From that time no 


damages of more than $10,000 were collected 


from these companies, and more frequently 
claimants were non-suited, 
JURY PACKING 

was the usual method of securing this state 
of affairs. In the Mary Williams case the 
notorious Gamerson, alias Emerson, was fore- 
man, and the jury was composed of friends 
and employes of McCord. Presently a Mrs. 
Wright sued the Geary street cable road for 
large damages for the death of her hus- 
band. Morrow was a principal owner in the 


Geary street road and directed McCord of the 
Sutter street road to look afterthe jury. Me- 
Cord had three henchmen, State Senator 
Creighton, Doane and a young butcher named 
Northey. Doane knew a juryman named 
Allen, to whom he promised Sutter street 
patronage asa bribe. Creighton went to Jury- 
man Quirk, who apparently agreed to be 


| bribed, but craftily took Creighton to another 


juryman, Hendricks. On Hendricks’ testi- 
mony Creighton was afterwards convicted. 
Northey knew Juryman Woods; Morrow sent 
him to Woods, who apparentiy agreed, and 
then went privately to McCord on the subject, 
in order to trap him. Quirk, an honest man, 
denounced bribery in the jury-room 
and during the discussion of the matter dis- 
covered that they had all been approached. 
Judge Edmunds was informed and a great 
uproar ensued. Judge Edmunds fined Creigh- 
ton, Doane and Northey $500 each for con- 
teinpt, and information was lodged against 
them for embracery. Doane was defended on 
his trial by powertul lawyers, The panel was 
disreputable. On the jury were relatives of 
McCord, A disagreement resulted. The gsec- 
ond trial was a completely packed jury, re- 
suiting in Doane’s being acquitted. In the 
Northey case the defense was made on the 
character of Woods, even showing his 
private infirmities. 
THE CASE WAS DISMISSED. 

Now it is probable that the Creighton case 
would have been dismissed had not public 
opinion so execrated Northey that in despera- 
tion he resolved to confess. With such intent 
he brought suit against Morrow for $50,000 for 
having bronght his character into disrepute. 
A great scandal ensued. Judge Cofley took 
advantage of the condition of public feeling to 
see that 3,000 respectable men were drawn for 
the coming jury panels. Meanwhile the con- 
duct ofthe Morrow gang in administering the 
Sutter and Gearv street roads had been so ty- 
rannicalto the employes thata great strike 
and boycott occurred which lasted months. 
This resulted in the ruin of the Geary street 


road under that management, and it was sold. 


Morrow, also a large stockholder in the Sutter 
street road, blamed McCord for the strike; 
Me- 
Cord went into business in Denver. When 
Creighton was convicted McCord was indicted 
He returned from Denver 
and sued Morrow for heavy. damages. Mean- 
time, he returned to Denver on bail, His 
trial came up last week and he returned again 
to Denver on ball. Whether he will testify 
against Morrow is a question. As itis, he 
must screen Morrow or go to jail himself. 
Many think he will gO to jail to scare 
into paying him a big sum.

Creighton, who had been con- 
victed once and ws awaiting a second trial, 
skipped to Mexico. Another witness, 
has been spirited away. He 
had freequently 
bribed him. Gammerson, alias Emerson, was 
about to leave, but was cuptured and jailed. 
He pleaded guilty to jury bribery and will be 
sentenced ‘Thursday. Davis was employed by 
Morrow to watch McCord and Northey, and 
see that they did their duty, aiso to see 
that they gave all the money entrusted to them 
to tix the jurors, and did not retain the same 
for themselves. Davis also told his attorney 
that Morrow offered him large sums of money 
to kidnap McCord and Northey and ‘‘Shanghai 
them.“

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A HUSBAND'S PLIGHT.

D. J. GALLAGHER TELLS HIS SAD STORY TO 
JUDGE CADY. 


A Pretty Frunette Who Abandoned Her 
Sponse—The Latter Creates a Riot in 
Trying to Rescue Her—William Macker’s 
Sweetheart Relents and Kefuses to Pros- 
ecute Him—A Mute Causes Some Curious 
Complications in the Police Court, 


Judge Cady disposed of a large docket In the 

First District Police Court this morning. 
GOING TO THE DOGS. 

The most interesting case which came before 
him was that of D. J. Gallagher, charged with 
disturbing the peace. Gallagher is the man 
who created considerable excitement on 
Chestnut street west of Twentieth by endeav- 
oring to take his wife, May Gallagher, from a 
disreputable house. He went ont there and 
called for the woman and was admitted. 
When she came down he wanted her to 
leave the place with him. bat she 
refused todoso. Then he grabbed hold of 
her and attempted to drag her out. In an 
instant all was excitement at the place. The 
inmates ran wildly about crying for police 
and Gallagher drew a reyolver and thretened 
to kill some of them. Officer Monrotus came 
up while the melee was going on and took Gal- 
lagher to the Four Courts. 

This morning the man entered a plea of 
guilty to the charge of disturbing the peace 
against him and asked for a stay of 
execution during good behavior. The 
wife, a slender brunette, stated that 
she did not care what was done 
with him so long as he did not annoy her. 
She said they were married two years ago, 
and she had to leave him beéause he ill- 
treated and failed to support her. She had 
been an inmate of the house where the trouble 
occurred for a month. Her husband cared 
nothing for her, and never came to see her 
except when he got drunk, and then he came 
around to annoy and try to kill her. Under 
no circumstances would she return to live 
with him.

A SQUABBLE OVER A LADY’S LOT MORT- 
GAGED NINETEEN YEARS AGO, 


A War of Words in Judge Valliant’s Court 
To-Day—The Value of Kocks in the Sub- 
urbs—The Redistricting Report for the 
School Election to Be Ready To-Morrow 
—A Point of Interest to Lady sight-Seers 
—Important Garnishment Decision. 


When the suit of Kennedy against Siemers 
was called this morning in Judge Valliant’s 
court the somewhat excited remarks of coun- 
sel as to time for filing a demurrer revealed an 
interesting story of protracted litigation. It 
appears from the petition that nineteen years 
since Virginia zrault, a local beauty of 
those days, made a deed of trust upon 
two pieces of property, one near Cheltenbam 
and the other in the southern part of the city, 
to secure a note for $300.

Chambers be required to pay his portion of the 
incumbrance, and that Mr. Siemers and those 
claiming under him be obliged to account 
for the waste committed in taking rock out of 
the quarry. 

When the case was called this morning Mr.

’ Farrington started in pursuit of the tramps on 
Sunday and tracked them to Dixmont, thence 
to Carmel, near Bangor, where they learned 
that two of the tramps had procured a permit 
to sleep inthe alms-house. The oflicers, in 
company with th#keeper of the alms-bouse, 
went to the institution to arrest the tramps. 
The officers entered the front door, and Mr. 
Simpson, the keeper, the back door. There 
were six or seven persons, inciuding the two 
tramps, inthe room. Sher Stephenson car- 
ried two cocked revolvers as he went in, and 
without a word began blazing away. He 
fired reven shots in all; two of 
them took effect on one of the 
tramps named Connolly, who bailed. from 
Pawtucket, R. I. One bullet struck the left 
elbow, shattering the bones, and the other 
lodged in the right lung. The poor fellow re- 
ceived good medical treatment, but his 
wounds were so serious that after lingering 
three days he died on Sunday, October9. The 
excuse that Stephenson gives for his shooting 
is that he was told by the girl Brooker that 
one of the tramps had a horse pistol and wasa 
quick shot, thus giving people to understand 
that he was in fear of his own life. Nobody 
accepted this excuse. 
perent from the first that Connolly was mor- 
tally wounded, the authorities made no 
move whatever toward calling Stephenson to 
account, until a week after the victim’s death. 
Saturday, however, an inquest was arranged 
to be held in Carmel, and County Attorney 
Appleton with Chief of Police Whitney went 
there. Stephenson failed to appear at the ap- 
pointed time and the County Attorney sent 
word to himto appear immediately. On his 
arrival he was arrested on a warrant charging 
him with manslaughter. A hearing will be 
held Friday next. He seems to be confident 
that he will be able to clear h@mself, but if the 
general tone of public opinion is respected at 
all he will not get off easily.
